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HAMILTON AND JAY.

In bis sketch of the pubiic meeting held io
the city of New York to sympathize and sus-
tein Boston, in its day of trial by the port
bill, Mr. Bsneroft thus intruduces Hamiltor:

«Jt bas been kept in memory that on this
oocasion s young man (rom akroad, so smsll
and delicate in bis organization, that he aj-

tobe mach youuger than perhaps be
really was, took partin the debute before the
orowd. They asked one another tho nawme
of the gifted stranger, who shone like a star
first seen above a base, of whose risiog 1o
one bad taken mote. He proved to be Alex-
snder Hamilton, a West Indixn  Ilis motb-
er, while be was yet a child, had left him an
orpban and poor. A father’s care be seews
pever to have koown. The firat writt:n
trace of his existence ia in 1766, when his
DAme Appears &8 witnesato s legal paper ex-
eouted ir the Danish island of Siota Cruz.
Three years later, when he bad become “a
youtb,” be vgontemoed the grovelling condi-
tion of a elerk,” fretted at the narrow bounds
of his island cage, and to a friend of his own
ears confessed his ambition. ‘I would wil'-
ingly risk my life,” said be, ‘though not wy
character, to exalt my staticn. I mean to
prepare the way for futurity; we have seen
such schemes successful wheo the projector
i3 constant.” That way he prepared by io-
togrity of conduct, diligence and study.—
After sn education as a merohant, during
which he onee at least condaoted & voysage,
he found himselfable to repair to New York,
where he entered the college before the end
0f1773. Trained fromehildhood to take care
of himself, he a manly self-reliance.
His first sympathies in the contest bad beeo
on the British side against the Americans; but
he soon changed his opinions; sod in Jaly,
1774, cosmopolitan New York, where he bad
pe'ther father, nor mother, nor sister, nor
brother, nor one person in whose veius ran
the same blood as bis own, adopted the vol-
vnteer from the tropics asits son.”

John Juy, who was a young lawyer in New
York in 1774, ie thos described:

“Desoended from Huguenot refugees, edo-
cated in the city at its college, of the severest
pority of morals, a hard student, an able wri-
ter, a ready speaker; recently connected with

the family of Livingston by warriage; bhis
superior endowments, his sctivity and bis
weal for liberty, tempered by s love fur order,
made bim for & quarter of & century distio-
guished in bis native state. At that time be
Jo'ned the dignity of manbood to the energy
of yooth. Hewas botb shy and proud, sod
his pride, though it became lese visible, sof-
fered no diminution from time. Tenacious
of bie porposes and bis opinione, sepsitive to
indignities and prone to sudden resentments,
not remarkable for sell-posession; with o
countenanoe not trained to conceslment; vei-
ther easy of accese, nor quick in bis advan-
ces, gifted with no deep ipeight into charac-
ter, be had peither talents por inclination
for intrigue; and bat for his awbition, in
whiob none exceeded bim, he would bave
reemed formed for study and retirement.”
